By this 
time many of these young men have 
gotten completely used to this kind 
of life. 


The dole keeps them from starvaton 


and provides them wilh a few odd 
pennies for their recreation—football 
games, movies, a glass of beer now 
and then and so on. 


In many, many cases these young 


men have lost their desire to work. 
They have never known anything but 
a life of pointless idleness and it has 
come to seem the normal thing for 
thorn, and the wish to get out and on 
their own feet has atrophied and died.
